The  collecting  of  autograph  letters  and  the 
transacting  of  a business  or  a profession,  are 


two  entirely  different  things,  and  there  is  no 
reason  why  they  should  depend  on  each  other 
in  any  way.  And  yet  when  business  becomes 
dull  in  the  summer  autograph  collecting  comes 
almost  to  a complete  stop.  It  would  seem  as  if 
business  being  slow,  a collector  would  have 
more  time  to  devote  to  his  hobby. 

One  reason  probably  is  that  Americans  are 
a migratory  race,  and  leave  their  homes  and 
collections  in  summer  to  seek  new  pastures 
either  in  Europe  or  at  least  far  from  home. 
They  turn  from  their  winter  amusements  to 
something  entirely  different,  to  travelling, 
yachting,  sea-bathing,  tennis,  mountain  climb- 
ing, golf,  and  other  vigorous  sports.  This  is 
probably  good  for  their  health,  but  there  is  no 
reason  why  autographs  should  be  entirely 
abandoned.  An  earnest  collector  is  always 
on  the  lookout  for  his  wants,  and  is  ready  to 
be  tempted  in  a new  direction. 


I am  often  asked  what  kind  of  autograph 
letters  are  most  sought  after  by  collectors.  To 
this  I can  only  answer  that  the  taste  varies 
Some  years  ago  Civil  War  was  in  great  de 
mand,  probably  occasioned  by  the  many  maga- 
zine articles  published  at  that  time.  Now  it 
has  dropped  into  oblivion.  Dramatic  was 
popular  for  years,  but  with  the  deaths  of  Daly, 
McKee,  Gilsey,  Arnold  and  others  it  has  come 
on  evil  days.  Revolution  had  a great  run  for 
a score  of  years,  but  Dr.  Emmet  has  sold  his 
collection  and  Leffingwell,  Chamberlain,  Hale, 
Roberts,  Dreer  and  other  Revolutionary  col- 
lectors have  gone  over  to  the  silent  majority. 

Just  at  present  there  is  no  particular  fad  in 
any  class  of  autographs.  Literary,  both  Amer- 
ican and  Foreign,  is  always  in  good  demand. 
There  is  at  present  a call  for'  Emerson,  Scott, 
Napoleon,  Dickens  and  other  well  known 
writers,  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  new 
editions  of  their  works  or  lives  have  been  issued 
recently.  Great  numbers  of  literary  names 
that  were  in  moderate  favor  ten  years  ago,  are 
now  forgotten  and  unsalable.  The  great 
lights  like  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Motley,  Emerson, 
etc.,  shine  on  and  increase  steadily  in  value. 
Perhaps  the  most  marked  change  of  recent 
years  has  been  the  great  demand  for  letters  of 


( 
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historical  interest.  Even  the  most  fluent  writer 
does  not  write  many  letters  of  this  class.  The 
majority  of  a man’s  letters  are  on  unimportant 
public  or  private  business,  and  are  not  inter- 
esting. Hence  letters  with  contents  are  rare, 
and  besides  their  autographic  value,  they  possess 
a decided  value  to  the  historian  or  biographer. 
They  bring  very  high  prices  at  auctions. 

The  Presidents  are  generally  in  fair  demand, 
but  the  Signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence are  neglected. 

In  old  days  there  were  rash  men,  Poore  and 
others,  who  gathered  all  the  Congressmen.  No 
one  does  so  now ; perhaps  they  have  become 
too  numerous,  or  too  insignificant.  A few 
collectors  still  cling  to  U.  S.  Senators,  Vice- 
Presidents  and  Governors.  The  Old  Congress 
is  a set  which  is  always  interesting,  as  it  com- 
prises most  of  the  famous  men  of  the  Revolu- 
tion in  every  line  of  endeavor. 

No  line  is  entirely  abandoned,  and  every  now 
and  then  we  see  a neglected  one  spring  into 
new  and  greater  prominence.  Sets  have  their 
ups-and-downs  like  other  things. 


“Artistic  Book-Plates.” — A quarterly 
magazine  devoted  to  book-plate  collecting, 
made  its  appearanee  in  a new  series  last  month. 
It  is  a large  octavo  size,  and  printed  on  heavy 
calendered  paper.  It  is  edited  and  published 
by  George  F.  Kelly,  33  West  24th  St.,  New 
York  City,  at  $2  a year.  It  is  profusely  illus- 
trated, and  has  besides  eight  separate  sheet 
reproductions  of  fine  plates.  Its  articles  are 
interesting,  and  altogether  it  is  a publication 
which  every  book-plate  collector  would  do 
well  to  possess.

The  Rev.  E.  P.  Whipple,  the  distinguished 
author  and  lecturer  of  Boston,  lost  a young 
daughter  in  1858,  and  received  the  following 
poetical  letter  of  condolence  from  the  Rev. 
Charles  Lowell,  father  of  the  poet  James  Rus- 
sell Lowell.  The  poetry  is  rather  poor  in 
places,  but  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  it  was  not 
written  for  publication,  and  not  revised  nor 
polished.  The  sentiment  is  so  beautiful  that 
it  is  a pity  it  was  not  put  in  a more  perfect 
form  : 

When  in  my  ear  your  loss  was  knelled, 

And  tender  sympathy  upburst, 

A little  spring  from  memory  welled, 

Which  once  had  quenched  my  bitter  thirst. 

And  I was  fain  to  bear  to  you 
A portion  of  its  mild  relief, 

That  it  might  be  as  healing  dew, 

To  steal  some  fever  from  your  grief. 

After  our  child’s  untroubled  breath 
Up  to  the  Father  took  its  way, 

And  on  our  home  the  shade  of  death 
Like  a long  twilight  haunting  lay, 

And  friends  came  round,  with  us  to  weep 
Her  little  spirit’s  swift  remove, 

This  story  of  the  Alpine  sheep 
Was  told  to  us  by  one  we  love. 

They  in  the  valley’s  sheltering  care, 

Soon  crop  the  meadow’s  tender  prime, 


And  when  the  sod  grows  brown  and  bare, 
The  shepherd  strives  to  make  them  climb, 

To  airy  shelves  of  pasture  green, 

That  hang  along  the  mountain’s  side, 
Where  grass  and  flowers  together  lean. 

And  down  through  mist  the  sunbeams  slide.

THE  WAR  OF  1812. 


The  following  letter  written  at  Moy,  in 
Upper  Canada,  shows'  the  strained  relations 
existing  between  this  country  and  Canada 
previous  to  the  war  of  1812  : 

Moy,  June  23RD,  1806. 

My  Dear  Father  : 

* * * * There  has  been  nothing  breathed  here  but 
war — all  winter.  Governor  Hull  of  the  Michigan  Ter- 
ritory went  to  Washington  to  attend  the  Congress,  and 
in  his  absence  the  command  devolved  upon  an  ignora- 
mus who  entertains  such  strong  prejudices  against  the 
British  that  he  kept  the  people  in  constant  alarms. 
During  the  time  the  river  was  closed  in  winter  the  sol- 
diers deserted  from  both  sides  every  night.  The  Amer- 
ican officers  quietly  put  up  with  their  loss  or  endeavor 
to  entice  them  back — but  the  British,  always  too  fond  of 
power,  use  every  means  to  punish  theirs,  that  is  both 
cruel  and  unwarrantable.  They  had  information  of  two 
being  in  a retired  part  of  the  settlement  and  sent  a party 
after  them.  One  they  found,  whom  after  they  had 
wounded,  they  dragged  over  the  stumps  of  some  new 
cleared  grounds,  and  only  laid  in  a cart  when  he  ex- 
pired. The  other  made  his  way  to  Detroit,  and  two  of 
the  officers  disguised  and  went  after  him,  as  they  could 
not  force  their  men  again  to  go  on  a duty  so  illegal. 
When  they  went  into  town  it  was  dark,  and  they  met 
the  master  of  the  house  whom  they  knocked  down,  and 
one  kept  him  down  while  the  other  took  the  deserter. 
In  struggling  with  him  Capt.  Moor  let  fall  his  pistol 
which  the  man  picking  up,  lodged  the  contents  in  his 
leg.  The  justice  who  lived  next  door  would  not  appear 
till  the  mob  raised  and  beat  both  the  British  officers 
most  barbarously.  Then  the  justice  who,  bye  the  bye, 
is  an  Irish  rebel  newly  citizenized,  committed  them  for  a 
breach-  of  the  peace  for  which  they  will  be  tried  in  Sep- 
tember. The  ball  was  extracted  from  Capt.  Moor’s  leg, 
but  he  was  confined  all  the  Spring  with  it. 

Not  satisfied  with  all  that  loss  they  heard  the  man  was 
going  down  in  one  of  the  American  vessels,  and  when 
the  ship  came  to  the  river  mouth  they  sent  an  armed 
party  on  board  and  sent  a field  piece  a mile  below  the 
Fort  to  oblige  them  to  give  him  up.  But  he  was  not 
there,  after  they  had  overturned  everything  in  the  vessel. 
Pique  has  carried  Major  Campbell  so  far  that  he  has 
offered  a hundred  guineas  for  the  man  dead  or  alive. 
* * * The  affair  0f  Capt.  Whitby  of  the  Leander  kill- 
ing a man  in  the  harbour  of  New  York  has  raised  the 
minds  of  the  Americans  very  much,  but  I hope  there 
will  be  no  war,  for  if  there  was  we  would  be  in  the 
height  of  it.  There  were  fifteen  chiefs  of  Indian  tribes 
who  were  induced  to  come  in  from  the  report  of  a war 
to  see  if  the  British  would  employ  them  as  they  did  the

Mathew  Carey:  I have  rec’d  yours  of  this 
date.  This  is,  I think,  the  third  time  that 
you  have  pestered  me  with  your  hostile  pro- 
fessions of  a desire  to  live  in  peace  with  me. 
If  your  wishes  are  really  pacific,  your  conduct 
is  very  unaccountable.  To  write  me  a letter, 
declaring  your  opposition  to  my  politics,  and 
also  your  disapprobation  of  my  paper ; such  an 
unasked  for,  uncalled  for  impertinent  inter- 
ference in  the  business  of  another  man,  must 
certainly  be  the  Irish  method  of  avoiding  a 
paper  war.  I feel,  however,  little  inclination 
to  be  angry  with  you  on  this  account : for,  to 
hear  my  Gazette  disapproved  of  by  one,  whose 
mode  of  conducting  a public  paper  obliged  him 
to  escape  from  his  own  country  and  who  has,  in 
his  asylum,  attempted  a like  establishment  in 
vain,  is  a strong  testimony  of  its  event  and  a 
pretty  certain  omen  of  its  success. 

Jesuitical  as  your  letter  is,  I clearly  see  its 
intent,  and  shall  most  assuredly  defeat  it. 
The  “O’Careys”  I shall  make  use  of  just  as 
often  as  I see  occasion  for  it ; and  you  have 
my  free  liberty  to  extend  its  meaning  as  far  as 
you  please.  The  effects  of  your  consequent 
resentment  I most  heartily  despise. 

If  you  have,  as  you  say,  a wife  and  four 
small  children,  who  depend  solely  on  your 
industry  for  support,  I imagine  your  time 
might  be  much  more  profitably  employed  than 
in  writing  long  and  insipid  letters.  At  any 
rate,  if  you  must  write,  let  me  beg  of  you  to 
write  to  somebody  else;  for,  if  I am  teazed 
with  any  more  of  your  epistles,  I shall  very 
probably,  by  way  of  compensation  for  the 
trouble  of  reading  them,  send  them  to  fill  up 
a space  corner  for  the  diversion  of  the  readers 
of  Porcupine’s  Gazette.

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A TROPICAL  VOYAGE. 


It  was  the  month,  the  saddest  one 
Of  all  the  varied  year; 

The  slant  beams  of  the  setting  sun 
Touched  the  long  vapors,  thick  and  dun, 
Like  hope  that  brightens  fear. 

And  far  and  near,  with  dash  and  moan, 
The  waves,  like  prisoners,  dungeon-pent, 
Beat  on  the  rocky  bars;

Friends  made  I of  the  stars ; 

For  ere  the  day  had  slowly  rolled,

Looked  with  their  tender  eyes  of  light 
Serenely  from  the  blue. 

I was  no  sage  astrologer, 

Yet  in  their  pure  and  brilliant  lore, 
Without  one  cloud  the  page  to  blur, 

As  gently,  smoothly,  softly  o’er 
Now  sparkling  waves  our  vessel  flowed, 
Could  I a radiant  story  see 
Of  that  not  far  futurity, 

That  longed  for,  sighed  for,  dear  abode, 
From  which,  forlorn,  I had  departed. 

To  drink  awhile  the  healing  airs, 

To  taste  the  affluence,  which  imparted, 

In  answer  to  unfaltering  prayers, 

Joy  to  the  storm-tossed  mariner, 

When,  dimly  far,  Columbus  spied 
The  blue  line  of  San  Salvador 
Lift  o’er  the  golden  tide  ! 

Yes,  hopes  and  wishes  fell  like  rays 
Upon  me  from  that  starry  blaze; 

And  well  I knew  that  I should  turn 
Safely  my  homeward  prow  once  more, 
And  once  more  view  their  glory  burn, 
Silvering  the  billows  towards  the  shore 
Of  northern  dimes,  to  which  my  soul 
Still  pointed  with  magnetic  power ; 


Though  soft  the  scene  and  fair  the  hour, 

And  though  the  billows  murmuring  roll 
Lulled  every  sense  in  deep  repose, 

And  winds,  that  seemed  to  waft  the  rose, 

Came  to  me  through  the  tropic  night, 
Suggesting  visions  of  delight, 

And  rapturous  dreams  of  beauty  bright, 

In  southern  chambers,  never  known 
To  dwellers  in  the  temperate  zone. 

And  so  we  sailed — on — on — while  smiles 
Dimpled  each  billow’s  azure  cheek, 

And  then  we  hailed  those  happy  isles 
That  Nature’s  fond  enthusiasts  seek ; 

Because  perpetual  summer  dwells 
In  all  their  flower-besprinkled  dells, 

And  lifts  his  banners  green  above 

Their  hills  and  woods,  and  hangs  his  wreaths 
In  all  their  bowers — where  lasting  love 
The  incense  of  fruition  breathes. 

It  is,  in  truth,  a fairy  clime, 

With  all  its  beauties  spared  by  time. 

Tho'  cultivation  o’er  the  land 

Hath  sown  its  seeds  with  liberal  hand  ; 

Though,  in  the  lapse  of  many  a year, 

The  spirit  of  the  storm  appear, 

And  hutl  destruction  far  and  near, 

So  rapidly  is  life  regained 

By  tree  and  herbage,  that  the  field 
Where  the  swift  deluge  fiercest  reigned, 

Will  all  its  vegetation  yield. 

With  more  luxuriance  than  the  first 
New  morn  the  faithful  soil  was  nursed. 

Long,  graceful  lines  of  coast  were  seen, 

Fringed  with  the  deepest  tints  of  green; 

The  waves  ran  up  and  kissed  the  shore, 

As  if  inspired  with  child-like  glee, 

Then,  laughing  at  the  robbery,  bore 
Leaves,  buds  and  blossoms  out  to  sea. 

It  was  a heartfelt  joy  to  hear 
Their  merry  voices,  to  behold, 

Gleaming  upon  their  foreheads,  clear 
Circlets  of  silver,  wreathes  of  gold  ; 

To  deem  them  living  creatures,  blest 
With  soft  airs  and  genial  glow 
Of  this  Elysium  of  the  West, 

Unchanging  ever  in  their  flow, 

Save  with  the  changes  of  their  queen — 

The  Moon — subdued  by  whose  sweet  face, 
They  rolled  away  and  left  between 

Their  boundary  and  the  shore  a space — 

A glittering  belt  of  sand  and  shells, 

Tossed  from  the  ocean’s  treasure-cells.

Autograph  collectors  should  not  neglect 
auction  sales  of  autographs.  There  are  always 
sure  to  be  many  bargains.  Some  items  go 
high,  and  others  at  lair  rates,  but  the  great 
majority  go  low. 


C.  F.  Libbie  & Co.,  of  Boston,  announces 
that  later  in  the  season  he  will  sell  a collection 
of  rare  autographs,  including  early  New  Eng- 
land, early  New  York,  Louisburg,  French  and 
Indian  War,  Revolution,  and  also  some  liter- 
ary examples.  Any  good  sale  will  be  welcomed, 
as  we  have  had  very  few  of  late  years.  I have 
heard  rumors  that  Henkels  will  also  have  a sale 
in  Philadelphia,  but  have  heard  no  particulars. 
The  bad  habit  into  which  collectors  have  fallen 
of  late  years,  of  bequeathing  their  collections 
to  libraries  and  historical  societies,  has  kept 
many  fine  autographs  from  the  auction  rooms. 


J.  Pierpont  Morgan  is  reported  to  have 
purchased  the  manuscript  of  Ruskin’s  “Seven 
Lamps  of  Architecture  ” for  $25,000.  Inter- 
esting, if  true. 


Nearly  all  the  libraries  of  Europe  have  an 
autograph  department,  in  which  are  preserved 
letteis  of  the  famous  men  of  the  country  where 
the  library  is  located.  Little  has  been  done  in 
this  way  by  American  libraries,  although  good; 
interesting  letters,  as  original  sources  of  history, 
belong  as  properly  in  a library  as  do  standard 
books  of  reference.

Dear  Genl.:  I have  been  visited  by  Col. 
White,  your  delegate  from  Florida — in  the 
course  of  his  Stay,  I introduced  the  subject  of 
your  and  his  quarrel — he  Spoke  of  it  with  re- 
gret and  in  such  a manner  as  induced  me  to 
believe  that  there  must  be  misconceptions,  and 
busy  bodys  at  the  bottom  of  it — I know  not  the 
State  of  your  feelings,  or  how  far  this  quarrel 
has  gone  between  you — but  as  a friend  I have 
barely  to  say  to  you,  that  from  the  propriety  of 
his  Declarations  to  me,  on  this  subject,  should 
you  conceive  your  situation  such  as  to  make  it 
necessary  that  you  should  make  a call  upon 
him — let  that  call  be  such  as  leave  open  a door 
for  explanation,  this  I think  is  due  to  yourself, 
it  is  due  to  him — it  is  due  to  a magnanimous 
course;  and  I am  sure  you  would  not  suspect 
me  of  recommending  to  you  any  other. 

The  Col.  has  said  to  me  if  called  upon,  if 
he  cannot  satisfactory  explain,  he  will  make 
honorable  atonement,  then  surely  he  ought  to 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  explain,  before  the 
door  to  the  restoration  of  honorable  friendship 
be  closed — I have  no  doubt  from  what  he  states 
that  many  things  has  been  stated  to  you  of  in- 
jurious expressions  and  conduct  of  his  respect- 
ing you,  which  he  declares  is  entirely  ground- 
less and  false — hence  then  the  propriety  in  you, 
in  opening  a door  for  fair  and  honorable  ex- 
planation between  you  — before  any  harsh 
measures  should  be  adopted — You  have  both 
families  that  cannot  well  do  without  you,  hence 
the  propriety,  of  not  wantonly  risking  your 
lives,  if  the  dispute  can  be  honorably  adjusted 
without  that  risk  or  sacrifice — But  you  know 


what  has  been  my  course — If  an  injury  has 
been  inflicted,  if  on  a fair  and  honorable  course 
and  investigation,  satisfactory  explanations  are 
not  made,  and  the  injury  repaired — then  it  is 
due  to  one’s  self,  it  is  due  to  his  family,  that 
Justice  should  be  done,  and  the  slander  and 
injury  repelled  at  all  hazzards  and  conse- 
quences. In  this  dispute  then,  let  not  the  door 
be  closed  against  Coin.  White,  to  honorable 
explanation,  and  I have  but  little  Doubt,  you 
and  his  dispute  will  be  honorably  and  amicably 
adjusted,  which  must  be  pleasing  to  all  your 
real  friends. 

I wrote  you  on  yesterday  in  answer  to  your 
letter  of  the  26th  of  July,  and  this  letter  is 
written  at  the  request  of  several  of  your  real 
friends,  Genl.  Houstoun,  Wm.  Curry  and  Coin. 
Bell,  who  have  a great  desire  that  the  misun- 
derstanding between  you  and  Coin.  White 
should  be  accommodated  on  honorable  terms 
without  blood-hed.  I write  by  the  same  mail 
to  Coin.  Butler,  that  this  comes  to  you.  I wish 
you  to  see  him- — Coin.  White  goes  to  Pensa- 
cola, and  from  thence  will  pass  to  Tallahassee 
and  to  St.  Augustine  to  the  City — Genl.  Hous- 
toun is  now  engaged  in  unpleasant  business 
with  some  of  his  enemies  at  Nashville — but  I 
trust  will  come  out  with  flying  colors — he  has 
taken  a course  which  if  he  pursues,  will  put 
down  his  enemies,  in  a few  days.  The  results 
will  be  known  when  I will  communicate  with 
you.  With  respects  of  Mrs.  Jackson,  and 
myself  to  Mary — be  assured  of  our  friendship 
for  you.

I have  sent  an  epistle  to  the  church  directed  to  you 
because  I wanted  you  to  have  the  first  reading  of  it,  and 
then  I want  Father  and  Mother  to  have  a coppy  of  it 
keep  the  original  yourself  as  I dectated  the  matter  my- 
self and  shall  send  another  as  soon  as  possible  I want  to 
be  with  you  very  much  but  the  powers  of  moboeray  is  to 
many  for  me  at  preasant  I would  ask  if  Judge  Cleave 
land  will  be  kind  enough  to  let  you  and  the  children 
tarry  there  untill  can  learm  something  further  concerning 


my  fate  I will  reward  him  well  if  he  will  and  see  that 
you  donot  suffer  for  anything  I shall  have  a little  mony 
left  when  I come  my  Dear  Emma  I very  well  know  your 
toils  and  simpathise  with  you  if  God  will  spare  my  life 
once  more  to  have  the  privelege  of  taking  care  of  you  I 
will  ease  your  care  and  indeavour  to  cumfort  your  heart

even  if  old  major  is  alive  yet  and  what  those  little  prat- 
lers  say  that  cling  around  you  neck  do  you  tell  them  I 
am  in  prison  that  their  lives  might  be  saved  I want  all 
the  churoh  to  make  out  a bill  of  damages  and  apply  to 
the  united  states  court  as  soon  as  is  possible  however 
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they  will  find  out  what  can  be  done  themselves  you  ex- 
pressed feelings  concerning  the  order  and  I blieve  that 
there  is  a way  to  git  redress  for  such  things  but  God 
ruleth  all  things  after  the  council  of  his  own  will  my 
trust  is  in  him  the  salvation  of  my  soul  is  of  the  most 
importants  to  me  for  as  much  as  I know  for  a certainty 
of  eternal  things  if  the  heavens  linger  it  is  nothing  to  me 
I must  stear  my  bark  safe  which  I intend  to  do  I want 
you  to  do  the  same  yours  forever  Joseph  Smith.

Egyept  doth  my  friends  yet  live  if  they  live  do  they  re- 
member me,  have  they  regard  for  me  if  so  let  me  know 
it  in  time  of  trouble  my  Dear  Emma  do  you  think  that 
my  being  cast  into  prison  by  the  mob  renders  me  less 
worthy  of  your  friendship  no  I do  not  think  so  but  when 
I was  in  prison  and  ye  visited  me  inasmuch  as  you  have 
don  it  to  the  least  of  these  you  have  don  it  to  me  these 
shall  enter  life  eternal  but  no  more

ANDREW  JACKSON’S  PAPERS. 


A gift  of  unusual  importance  and  value  has 
been  made  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  in  a 
great  collection  of  the  papers  of  Andrew  Jack- 
son.  They  were  presented  by  Jackson  and 
others  to  the  late  Montgomery  Blair,  Post- 
master-General in  President  Lincoln’s  Cabinet, 
and  descended  to  Mr.  Blair’s  four  children, 
Messrs.  Montgomery,  Gist  and  Woodbury 
Blair  and  Mrs.  Stephen  O.  Richey.  With  rare 
public  spirit,  they  have  given  the  papers  to  the 
Library.  They  include  thousands  of  separate 
pieces  of  manuscript,  bound  volumes  of  letters, 
accounts,  memoranda,  muster  rolls,  military 
reports,  etc.,  running  back  to  the  year  1800, 
and  coming  down  to  Jackson’s  death  in  1845. 
The  most  important  are  those  of  1812  and 
later.  The  deed  of  conveyance  is  in  the  form 
of  a letter  to  Librarian  Putnam,  jointly  signed 
by  all  the  Blair  heirs,  in  the  course  of  which 
they  say: 

“It  occurs  to  us  that  these  papers,  relating  as 
they  do  to  personages  and  events  so  important 
in  our  nation’s  history,  should  be  in  a perma- 
nent place  of  deposit  where  they  would  be  well 
cared  for,  properly  classified,  indexed,  filed 
and  with  the  aid  of  experts,  be  made  accessible 
to  historical  investigators. 

“ The  Library  of  Congress  being  the  National 
Library,  and  having  an  absolutely  safe  build- 
ing, with  ample  accommodations  and  expert 
service,  and  with  the  duty  and  inclination  to 
make  the  material  in  its  custody  useful  to  stu- 
dents, and  having  already  a considerable  mass 
of  manuscript  material  relating  to  American 
history,  has  seemed  to  us  the  natural  and  fitting 
depository.  We  have,  therefore,  decided  to 
give  this  collection  of  papers  to  the  Library  of 
Congress,  and  by  this  instrument  do  convey  to 
the  said  Library  all  our  right,  title  and  interest 
therein,  conditionally  on  the  papers  being  ac- 
cepted by  you  on  behalf  of  the  Library  for  the 
purposes  and  uses  hereinbefore  stated.  It  is 


possible  we  may  make  further  contributions  to 
these  papers.  We  wish  the  collection  to  be 
known  as  the  ‘Montgomery  Blair  Collection,’ 
and  entered  as  a gift  from  us  as  his  children.” 
The  gift  is  notable  not  only  for  the  intrinsic 
value  of  the  documents  concerned,  but  for  the 
suggestion  it  can  hardly  fail  to  convey  to  the 
members  of  many  old  families  in  the  United 
States  with  papers  that  have  come  down  to 
them  in  like  manner.  For  a half  century  the 
Library  of  Congress,  which  was  obviously  the 
place  for  the  deposit  of  all  such  material  deal- 
ing with  national  affairs,  went  without  it,  be- 
cause of  the  meagerness  of  the  appropriations 
for  purchasing  and  the  lack  of  a public  senti- 
ment cultivated  to  encourage  gifts.  Now, 
however,  the  management  is  endeavoring  to 
make  up  for  lost  time  by  collecting  whatever 
of  this  sort  comes  within  its  reach,  and  ascer- 
taining where  other  manuscripts  are  to  be 
found,  the  design  being  to  make  the  Library 
the  central  source  of  authority  on  Americana 
generally.

A true  collector  of  rare  books  and  auto- 
graph letters  takes  pride  in  his  collection,  and 
not  in  himself  as  a collector.  Indeed  he  rarely 
thinks  of  himself  at  all,  and  any  praise  be- 
stowed on  himself,  and  not  on  his  treasures, 
seems  quite  misplaced.  He  loves  them  one 
and  all,  and  the  more  so  that  many  of  them 
have  been  acquired  by  dint  of  sacrifice  on  his 
part.  Many  books  have  been  written  about 
books,  and  all  are  interesting.  Why  should 
not  a book  about  a book-collector  be  equally 
interesting,  especially  when  the  collector  is  a 
true  “fiend”  who  devotes  his  life  to  his 
hobby. 

“The  Bondage  of  Ballinger,”  by  Roswell 
Field  (F.  H.  Revell  Company,  New  York)  is 
such  a book.  It  describes  the  strange  life  of  a 
collector,  who  was  inoculated  when  young  by 
his  father,  and  who  carried  on  his  collecting 
throughout  life.  It  is  a pathetic,  tender  story, 
and  will  interest  every  autograph  collector. 
We  all  like  to  be  supported  in  our  hobby,  and 
this  book  really  helps  things  a good  deal.  At 
times  we  have  suspected  that  we  might  be 
cranks.  This  book  proves  that  we  are  really 
estimable  people.  It  is  worth  reading. 


Scribner’s  Magazine,  in  its  prospectus  for 
the  year  1904,  promises  the  publication  of 
three  collections  of  interesting  letters.  These 
are  the  letters  of  Mrs.  George  Bancroft  from 
England,  1846-1850;  the  letters  of  the  daugh- 
ters of  Edward  Everett,  also  from  England, 
1841  to  1845,  ar>d  family  letters  of  Thomas 
Jefferson.  There  is  hardly  an  autograph  col- 
lection in  this  country  that  does  not  possess 
letters  of  interesting  contents. 

I have  great  numbers  of  them  myself,  and 
publish  some  of  them  at  times  in  The  Col- 
lector. I am  glad  to  see  public  interest  turning 
to  them,  as  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  Scribner’s 
would  not  publish  letters  unless  they  found  a 
public  demand  for  them. 

The  letters  of  Mrs.  Bancroft  and  of  the 
Misses  Everett  have  of  course  no  pecuniary 
value,  as  up  to  the  present  time  autograph  col- 
lectors do  not  buy  letters  simply  with  reference 
to  contents.  To  have  value  they  must  also  be 
by  a distinguished  person.  And  yet  the  most 
interesting  letters  I have  are  by  nobodies. 


A NOTABLE  GIFT. 


At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Oneida  Historical 
Society,  the  members  were  considerably  inter- 
ested and  delighted  by  a handsome  historical 
souvenir  which  has  been  placed  in  statuary 
hall  by  Thomas  R.  Proctor,  who  was  for  some 
years  president  of  the  society.  It  is  in  the 
form  of  a standard,  about  eight  feet  high,  on 
which  are  hung  eight  frames  or  tablets,  or  six- 
teen pages  in  all.  On  these  are  displayed  por- 
traits of  all  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States 
with  autograph  documents  of  each.  They  are 
all  under  glass  and,  therefore,  indestructible. 
The  standard  and  frames  are  of  quartered  oak, 
the  frames  being  on  bronze  hinges.  The 
frames  are  each  30x36  inches  in  size,  and, 
therefore,  large  enough  to  make  a good  dis- 
play. The  pictures  of  the  Presidents  are  fine 
steel  engravings.  The  autographs  which  ac- 
company them  are  all  on  official  documents, 
being  commissions,  passports,  etc.,  and  as 
many  of  them  are  also  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  who  was  in  service  at  the 
time,  they  are  all  the  more  valuable  as  collec- 
tions of  autographs.  As  a historical  specimen, 
it  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  valuable  in 
the  Munson-Williams  Memorial  and  it  will  be 
viewed  with  interest  by  every  one  who  visits 
the  building.  — Utica  Daily  Press. 
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THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONTINENTAL  OR  OLD  CONGRESS,  IN- 
CLUDING THE  SIGNERS  OF  THE  DECLARATION 
OF  INDEPENDENCE. 


The  following  is  a tentative  list  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Old  Congress  which  sat  from  1774 
to  1789 — when  the  new  Constitution  became 
operative.  It  is  the  fourth  time  the  list  has 
been  published  in  The  Collector — the  last 
time  being  in  June,  1893.  Many  names  have 
been  added,  as  proof  has  been  found  of  their 
election  to  Congress.  It  is  possible  that  the 
list  is  not  yet  closed. 

The  Signers  are  published  in  small  capitals, 
and  members  who  were  also  members  of  the 
Federal  Convention  in  italics.  At  the  end  are 
added  the  names  of  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion who  were  not  members  of  Congress. 
Presidents  of  Congress  are  indicated  by  a *. 
There  is  no  set  which  is  more  interesting  to 
American  collectors,  as  these  are  the  men  who 
transformed  the  scattered  American  colonies  of 
Great  Britain  into  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, and  started  the  Ship  of  State  bravely  for- 
ward under  the  Constitution.  They  were  the 
makers  of  our  country,  and  their  names  should 
be  honored.

My  dear  old  friend  Payne : 

I wrote  you  a hurried  letter  some  days  since,  and 
should  ere  this  have  written  again,  but  have  been 
“hauled  up  for  repairs  ” for  some  days.  My  siege  with 
Friend  Forrest,  mental  anxiety,  loss  of  sleep,  loss  of 
food,  and  the  severe  physical  tax  upon  my  machinery, 
knocked  the  hind  sights  off  my  rifle,  but  I have  them  all 
on  again,  able  to  fight  one  more  round.  To  day,  if  I 
live  until  night,  I shall  have  passed  the  sixty-fifth  mile 
stone  of  my  life.  And,  as  I look  back  on  my  path,  I 
see  a line  of  white  tomb  stones,  marking  the  last  resting 
place  on  earth  of  many  of  my  cotemporaries,  nearly  all 
of  them  younger  than  myself,  and  but  few  that  are  older. 
How  sad  and  lonely  it  makes  me,  I dare  not  trust  my- 
self to  tell,  and,  therefore,  it  is  better  not  to  dwell  upon 
the  shadowy  past,  but  look  forward,  and  try  to  continue 
to  fight  life’s  battle  manfully  and  with  an  unfaltering 
spirit  to  the  last. 

But,  my  friend,  as  the  years  roll  on,  and  one  after  an- 
other of  my  friends  drop  by  the  wayside  of  life,  I find 
that  I was  sadder  than  I wish  to  be.  I cannot  seek  or 
make  new  associates  or  new  friends,  consequently  I find 
that  on  my  passage  down  the  Western  slope,  and  toward 
the  last  sunset  of  my  life,  I must  journey  on  most  of  the 
way  alone,  here  and  there  picking  up  by  the  wayside, 
now  and  then,  one  who  has  grown  with  my  growth,  and 
strengthened  with  my  strength,  bufc  the  most  of  them  are 
crippled,  and  sadder  even  than  I am.  Still  I love  to  see 
them  and  talk  to  them  of  the  light  of  other  days,  and  of 
joys  long  past,  and  occasionally  over  a pipe  fight  our 
battles  o’er  again — even  on  crutches,  as  some  of  the  dear 
old  comrades  are  compelled  to  do.  Enough,  and  per- 
haps too  much  of  this.  So  stop  we  here. 


Strange  as  it  may  seem  to  you,  I have  never  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  Dr.  Wendell  Holmes  but  two  or 
three  times  in  my  life,  and  then  it  was  in  a mixed  crowd, 
where  we  had  no  opportunity  to  get  under  each  other’s 
jackets,  but  I know  him  to  be  a true  man,  and  one  of 
genius,  and  let  me  tell  you  what  you  already  know  : he 
is  a good  fellow,  and  one  that  is  safe  to  tie  your  canoe 
to.  And,  moreover,  he  is  great  in  “ mouths  of  wisest 
Censure.” 

Now,  my  dear  old  fellow,  don’t  by  any  means  stop 
your  very  interesting  reminiscences  in  the  “Turf,  Field 
and  Farm,”  but  go  on  with  them  for  the  sake  of  a few  old 
friends  you  have  left  yet  fighting  in  the  field  of  life’s  battle. 

Did  you  know  personally  John  Larkin  Cassidy? 
Poor  fellow,  how  sad  was  his  death.  I flung  a small 
wreath  upon  his  grave  in  the  Turf,  Field  and  Farm  of 
March  22d.  His  sad  end  was  announced  in  the  paper. 
Turf,  Field  and  Farm  of  March  15th. 

It  is  many,  many  years  since  I met  Larkin.  Then  it 
was  bright  and  sunshiny  with  him,  but  clouds  and  stoims 
one  after  another  came  upon  him,  and  took  away  his 
pride  and  pluck,  and  broke  his  spirit  and  his  heart,  and 
he  was  wrecked,  aye,  wrecked,  wrecked.  Poor  Larkin. 

I have  not  yet  been  able  to  induce  anyone  to  go  to  the 
old  Dominion  for  a pleasure  trip  to  look  at  your  marble 
quarry,  and  partake  of  your  noble  hospitality,  and  I keep 
pegging  away  at  them  to  try  it. 

Perhaps  when  Horace  is  made  president,  he  may  find 
some  one  to  buy  it,  but  if  you  don’t  sell  until  that  time, 
God  pity  you,  for  you  will  be  so  infernal  old  that  money 
will  do  you  no  good. 

Horace  can’t  win  that  race,  “ no  how.” 

Make  my  kindest  regards  to  your  wife,  and  to  all  your 
children,  and  kiss  “ Betty  ” for  me.

Toedteberg,  of  Brooklyn,  was  sold  by  the 
Anderson  Auction  Company  in  New  York  on 
October  14th.  Mr.  Toedteberg  was  for  many 
years  well  known  as  an  inlayer  and  extra  illus- 
trator of  fine  books.  He  did  nearly  all  of 
Augustin  Daly’s  work.  He  was  not  known 
generally  as  a buyer  of  autographs,  and  the 
disclosure  of  this  fine  collection  was  quite  a 
surprise.

AN  AUTOGRAPH  OF  SHAKSPEARE. 


A Bible  said  to  contain  an  autograph  of 
William  Shakspeare  will  be  sold  in  London  at 
auction  on  Nov.  14th,  by  Sotheby,  Wilkinson 
& Hodge.  The  description  from  the  catalogue 
is  as  follows : 

218.  Bible.  (The  Holy  Bible,  newly  Translated  out 


of  the  original  tongues).  ? The  second  edition  of  King 
James,  or  the  authorized  version,  wants  all  before  page  2 
of  Genesis  and  some  leaves  at  end,  old  rough  calf,  one 
cover  loose  (sold  not  subject  to  return).  (R.  Barker, 
1613),  New  Test,  dated  1611. 

***  Bible,  with  signature,  “ William  Shakspere  1614  ” 
on  the  reverse  of  the  title  to  the  New  Testament,  and 
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again  on  the  end  cover,  “ Willm  Shakspere  off  S.O.A. 
(t.  e.,  of  Stratford-on-Avon)  His  Bible,  1613.”  This 
volume  was  discovered  near  Manchester  about  1850  by 
the  present  owner’s  grandfather,  William  Sharp,  a well- 
known  collector  of  books  and  prints,  whose  library  and 
print  collection  were  sold  in  these  rooms  in  1877-8,  oc- 
cupying 14  days’  sale.  W.  Sharp  bequeathed  it  to  his  only 
daughter  at  his  decease  in  1881,  and  at  her  death  in  1890 
it  passed  to  the  present  owner,  her  son.  Its  discovery  in 
1850  aroused  much  interest,  and  in  “Notes  and  Queries” 
(?  1884),  there  is  an  interesting  reference  to  the  tind,  and 
a query  as  to  what  has  become  of  it.  The  book  origi- 
nally cost  Mr.  Sharp  only  a few  pounds  ; but  when  the 
interest  of  it  became  known  (Mr.  Corser  and  other 
famous  collectors  having  examined  it)  the  owner  was 
offered  ,£150  for  it,  but  refused  to  part  with  it.  Besides 
the  signature  of  Shakespeare  on  last  cover,  there  is  also 
the  following  inscription  : “ John  Fox  off  Warwick  was 


the  owner  off  this  Bible,  Anno  Dom.  1633.”  This  in- 
scription is  important,  as  it  locates  the  book  as  being  in 
Shakespeare’s  county  only  seventeen  years  after  his 
death.  From  Fox’s  hands  it  passed  into  the  possession 
of  the  Bradshaw  family,  and  it  has  an  inscription,  “ Wil- 
liam Bradshaw,  son  of  John  Bradshaw  is  the  true  owner 
of  this  Bible,  Anno  1666,”  and  there  are  accounts  of  the 
death  of  his  father  John,  his  brothers  John,  George, 
Thomas,  and  Henry,  all  of  whom  died  before  1664, 
after  which  it  again  changed  hands  and  belonged  to 
Thomas  Hall,  and  has  inscription,  “ Thomas  Hall,  it 
the  true  owner  off  this  Bible,  Anno  1727,”  and  of 
“James  Hall,  1743.”  These  signatures  are  of  great 
importance,  for  Shakespeare’s  daughter  married  a John 
Hall.  It  also  bears  the  inscriptions  of  John  and  Mary 
Dawson,  1702,  and  John  Holt,  1801.  The  Bible  was 
loaned  to  the  Tudor  Exhibition,  at  Manchester,  in  1897. 


AUTOGRAPH  LETTERS  AT  AUCTION. 


Notwithstanding  the  miserable  state  of  the  weather 
yesterday,  there  was  a good  attendance  of  autograph 
hunters  present  in  the  rooms  of  Bangs  & Co.,  No.  636 
Broadway,  when  the  auctioneer  began  a sale  of  interest- 
ing specimens  of  autographs,  principally  letters,  includ- 
ing signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  Presi- 
dents and  Vice-Presidents,  Cabinet  officers,  military 
celebrities,  poets,  historians,  and  miscellaneous  persons. 
A good  specimen  of  the  handwriting  of  John  Adams, 
dated  1780,  brought  $3.50,  while  Samuel  Adams,  1793, 
brought  53.25.  Benjamin  Franklin  sold  for  54-50.  A 
fine  specimen  of  Hancock’s  bold  signature  sold  for 
51.75,  but  Thomas  Jefferson  brought  but  $1.13)4.  Philip 
Livingstone,  1777,  was  worth  55.50,  and  Robert  Morris 
brought  only  75  cents.  Aaron  Burr  was  not  considered 
worth  more  than  20  cents  by  anybody  in  the  crowd, 
while  Gen.  Grant,  1873,  sold  for  $2.

It  would  be  well  for  all  collectors  to  examine 
carefully  the  lists  I publish  under  the  head  of 
75,  50  and  25  cent  lists.  Many  curious  and 
unusual  autographs  are  catalogued  in  these  lists, 
but  their  great  object  is  to  clear  out  lots  of 
autographs  at  very  low  prices.  Autographs 
accumulate  on  my  hands  and  to  keep  them 


moving  I place  them  in  these  lists  at  prices 
which  should  tempt  collectors.  Usually  the 
prices  are  much  under  their  value,  and  should 
not  be  taken  as  criterions.  For  this  reason  I 
mix  them  up.  The  lists  are  really  a sort  of 
bargain  counter  and  will  always  repay  exami- 
nation. 


I have  no  regard  whatever  for  such  publica- 
tions as  Book  Prices  Current.  They  report 
the  prices  paid  at  auctions  for  books,  auto- 
graph letters  and  prints.  If  such  sales  were 
always  unrestricted  sales  of  private  sellers  the 
records  would  be  valuable  as  indices  of  values, 
but  many  of  the  sales  both  in  America  and 
in  Europe  are  simply  rigged-up  sales  of  un- 
scrupulous dealers,  and  are  unworthy  of  any 
attention.  A dealer  secures  a number  of  copies 
of  a rare  work.  He  places  one  at  a sale  and 
then  by  opposing  bids  runs  it  up  to  four  times 
its  value.  He  of  course  is  forced  to  buy  it  in, 
but  this  enables  him  to  sell  his  other  copies  at 
a high  price.  Or  he  puts  in  a large  assortment 
at  a sale  and  runs  values  as  high  as  he  dares, 
and  as  a rule  sells  enough  to  make  it  pay  him. 
What  is  knocked  down  to  him  he  offers  at  a 
very  slight  advance.  Book  Prices  Current  re- 
ports such  sales  as  genuine  prices.  Often  two 
wealthy  buyers  will  contest  over  an  item  and 
run  it  to  absurd  figures.  Or  it  may  happen 
that  there  is  no  buyer  present  for  a valuable 
item  and  it  goes  for  a fraction  of  its  value. 
Auction  sales  are  entirely  unreliable  as  tests 
of  values,  and  very  little  attention  should  be 
paid  to  them.  It  is  safer  in  every  case  to 
trust  to  a reputable  dealer. 


I publish  this  month,  among  the  price  lists, 
lists  of  prominent  scientists  and  clergymen. 
They  are  pretty  much  all  American,  and  are 
the  men  who  were  the  pioneers  in  their  pro- 
fessions in  this  new  country.  The  prices  of 
the  letters  are  merely  nominal,  generally  25 
cents.  Collectors  of  autographs  formerly 
prized  such  letters,  but  that  day  seems  to  have 
passed,  so  I do  not  expect  much  sale  for  them. 
It  amuses  me  to  publish  such  lists  from  time  to 
time,  and  as  I pay  the  bill,  I suppose  no  one 
objects.

FREDERICK  BARKER. 


Frederick  Barker,  for  many  years  one  of 
the  leading  dealers  in  autograph  letters  in 
Great  Britain,  died  on  August  2d  last,  at  his 
residence,  at  Brondesbury,  in  the  northwest  of 
London.  The  cause  was  Bright’s  disease, 
from  which  he  had  suffered  for  some  years. 
His  age  was  54  years.  He  was,  perhaps,  the 
best-known  expert  in  his  line  in  London,  and 
he  was  also  well  and  favorably  known  in  the 
United  States,  the  result  of  thirty  years’  con- 
stant devotion  to  this  one  pursuit.  He  was  a 
grandson  of  Capt.  Barker  of  the  Royal  Navy, 
who  was  distinguished  under  Lord  Nelson. 
He  had  a wealthy  uncle  who  collected  auto- 


graphs, and  by  him  was  inculcated  with  a lik- 
ing for  them.  He  began  collecting  in  a small 
way  while  a clerk  in  the  publishing  house  of 
Elliot  Stock,  and  drifted  into  buying  and  sell- 
ing until  he  finally  abandoned  all  else  and  took 
up  autograph  dealing  as  a profession.  John 
Waller,  the  veteran  autograph  dealer,  was  an 
early  friend,  and  proved  of  the  greatest  assist- 
ance in  the  way  of  mastering  the  business. 
This  friendship  continued  through  life,  and 
Mr.  Barker  stood  by  Waller’s  death-bed,  and 
followed  him  to  the  grave. 

Very  many  years  ago  Mr.  Barker  was  ap- 
pointed the  official  cataloguer  of  the  famous 
auction  house  of  Sotheby,  Wilkinson  & Hodge, 
and  in  this  way  all  the  great  collections  which 
were  sold  at  auction  passed  through  his  hands. 
He  filled  the  position  with  ability,  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  both  buyer  and  seller,  and  gained 
an  experience  of  the  greatest  value. 

He  was  a little  man,  about  five  feet  four 
inches  in  height,  well  formed,  with  pleasant 
features  and  agreeable  manners.  He  had  many 
friends,  and  by  his  ability  and  honest  dealings 
won  universal  respect.  For  many  years  I had 
large  dealings  with  him,  and  never  once  had 
occasion  to  complain  in  any  way.  Among  his 
customers  were  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  Lord 
Roseberry  and  many  other  prominent  peers 
and  important  personages. 

About  three  years  ago  he  was  induced  to 
sell  his  house  in  Gunterstone  Road  (where  he 
had  lived  many  years),  and  remove  to  Ealing. 
The  change  did  not  agree  with  him,  and 
injured  both  his  health  and  business.  This 
preyed  on  his  mind,  caused  severe  mental  de- 
pression, and  doubtless  hastened  the  rapid 
course  of  his  disease. 

Mr.  Barker  was  a constant  attendant  at  all 
auction  sales  in  London,  and  was  a very  large 
buyer  both  on  his  own  account,  and  on  com- 
mission. He  was  present  during  the  past  six 
months,  and  his  appearance  of  extreme  illness 
attracted  much  sympathy,  as  he  had  wasted 
almost  to  a skeleton. 

At  the  sale  of  July  8th  it  seemed  as  if  he 
were  really  dying,  but  he  made  his  purchases, 
and  took  the  same  interest  in  the  proceedings 
as  usual. 
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At  the  sale  of  July  24th,  the  last  sale  of  the 
season,  it  was  said  that  his  efforts  at  the 
previous  sale  had  so  exhausted  him  that  he 
could  not  come,  but  to  the  surprise  of  all,  half 
an  hour  before  the  sale,  he  was  carried  into  the 
room  by  four  men,  a ghastly  and  most  painful 
object.  He  remained  over  an  hour  purchasing 
many  lots,  and  was  then  taken  to  a cab.  He 
came  again  in  this  way  on  July  25th  and  26th, 
but  on  the  last  day  he  was  forced  to  remain  in 
an  adjoining  room.  He  was  then  really  dying, 
and  his  coming  to  the  sale  was  a remarkable 
example  of  the  ruling  passion  strong  in  death. 
His  brain  was  affected,  and  he  babbled  to  him- 
self, motioned  as  though  he  were  making  bids, 


and  marked  his  catalogue  nervously.  He  was 
taken  home,  and  after  a few  days  life  ended. 
He  leaves  a widow  and  a son  and  daughter. 

One  of  his  oldest  London  friends  in  writing 
to  me  of  his  death  said  : 

“ His  love  for  autographs  was  wonderful. 
He  found  in  them  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
amid  all  the  cares  and  sorrows  of  life,  and  his 
interest  increased  with  time,  until  it  grew 
superior  to  pain  and  weakness,  and  remained 
undiminished  to  the  verge  of  the  grave.” 

And  now  with  sad  hearts  we  lay  him  down 
beside  Waller,  and  old  and  young  Davey, 
Emile  Charavay  and  other  good  friends  who 
have  gone  before.
